8. Eawariflow is not far off, a Town of fmalt

In the time of King Heu, there is a ſtory, how 
the Fiſhermen here caught in their nets a wilde 
creature, repreſenting in all parts the ſhape of 
a man, with a long beard, and much rough 
hair on bis breaſt ; who, at laſt lecretly eſcaped 
to the Sea, and was ſeen no more. 

16. Not much higher, in a ſafe and plealant 
Site, lies Alburg, between the Vall Slangden, 
where the Sea beats on the Eaſt, and the River.

men not incommodious, nor unfrequented: 
Hard by, when the Harveſt was ſpoiled all 
England over by unſraſonable weather, in the 
Year 1555. Peale grew up miraculouſly , Wich- 
ont any earth , amongſt the ſtones, in the 
beginning of Autumn, and abated the price 
of Corne, as the Inbabitants relate; Some 
conjecture, that Pulſe by thipwracks is caſt 
upon the ſhore, and ſo uſes to grow without 
any miracle.

worth, now the Seat of the Alingtons. 

19. On the North; this Province, as we ſaid, 
is divided from Norfolk by two ſmall Rivers, 
Ouſe and YYawveney; both which iſſuing out of a 
plaſky place at Lophamford, their ſprings being 
very lirtle diſtanc , drive their ſhallow ſtreams 
divers wayes. Upon Ouſe, which runneth Weſt,

He primaty Seat of the Old Dobami, 
hath Monmouth and.

Wilt-ſhire and Somrrſer-ſbire on the South: a 
Country pleaſant and fertile, ſtretched forth 
from che Summer - riſing of the Sun to winters -

2. The, more Eaſtern part raiſing it felf in 
Hats is $nown by the name of Cots meld; the 
midſt is iunk and fallen into a moſt frurtfull 
Plain, and wateted by the moſt noble River 
Sewern, that gives a vital force and verdure 
unto; he Felds: the more Weſtern part beyond 
Se dern is all thaded with Woods. 

3. The Region, ſaith Malmesbury, is called 
from the pringipal} Town, The Vale of Gloceſier , 
all rhe Land rich in Corn, and abounding in 
fruit: You may behold the High-wayes ap- 
parrelled as it were were with Apple-trees and 
Pear- trees, not by the induſtry of Plantation, 
but by the very nature of the Soil. A Region, 
more than any other Province. in England, 
plentifull in Vines, ot a more delightfull caſte, 
the wines being very gratefull to che 3
